critical essay on history): 
' ' . . . . History recommends 


itself as the most profitable of 
all studies: and truly, for such 
a being- as Man, 
who is born and 


has to learn and work, and then, 
after a measured term of years 
to depart, leaving descendants 
and performances, and so, in all 
ways, to vindicate himself as a 
vital portion of a Mankind, no 
study could be fitter. 


"History is the Letter of In- 


structions, which the old genera- 
tions write and posthumously 
transmit to the new; 
ray it may 


be called more generally still, 
the Message, verbal or written, 
which all Mankind delivers to 
every man; it is the only articu- 
late communication (when the 
inarticulate and mute, intelligible 
or not, lie round us and in us, 
so strangely through every fibre j 
of our b-'inp, every step of our 
activity) wh:.h the'Past can rave 
with the Present, the Distant 
with what is Here. 


''All Books, therefore, were 


they but Songbooks or treatises 
on Mathematics, are in th? long- 
run historical documents—as in- 
deed all Speech itself is: thus 
might we say, Histoi;- is r.ot only 
the fittest study, but the only 
study, and includes all others 
whatsoever. 


"The 
Perfect in History, he 


who understood, and saw and

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Tlie recent purchase of the Xew York Herald by 


the Tribune is another chapter in the story of news- 
paper consolidation which may mean good or ill. de- 
pending entirely upon the ethics which are to domin- 
ate in the newspaper world. 


The Xew York Herald was founded by James 


Gordon Bennett. 
As a newspaper it was one of the 


most enterprising of them all. It financed Stanley in 
his search for Livingstone in Africa. In the earlier 
days, its staff of correspondents at home and abroad 
were the ablest of any newspaper in the country. In 
political affairs, it took a stand for clean politics, and 
while Republican in its leanings, it was characteriz- 
ed by a great measure of independence. 
Its passing 


is a significant chapter in the story of the newspaper 
world. 


There is no doubt that the influence of the news- 


paper has been declining in recent years. "The'paper 
says,*' to use an old time expression, does not carry 
the weight it once did. There has grown up a sus- 
picion%of what the newspaper says, unless it happens 
to be a direct quotation signed by an individual whose 
name guarantees the truth of the words printed. 
Editorially, the modern newspaper carries only so 
much weight as the apparent sincerity of the editorial 
gives. 
"We have seen a man elected to office in a 


number of places who did not have the support of a 
single paper in his community. 


The reasons for all this is quite manifest. 
The 


modern newspaper is a great and expensive commer- 
cial enterprise, dependent for its support upon the 
large advertiser. 
This large advertiser has many in- 


terlocking relations, and the newspaper is naturally 
very sensitive to such influence. It can hardly be
